There seems to be some trouble in Ma- 
con in regard to.the right of way of the 
Atlanta extension of the Macon and 
Brunswick railroad. Il resident Cole asks 
for aright of way between the cemetery 
and the river, and this has been the oc- 
casion of a discussion carried on chiefly 
by those who oppese the granting of the 
privilege. The Daily Drouth has given 
publicity to several communications op- 
posing the grant,some of them senti- 
mental, some 'trivial, and some absurd. 
One of the objections, anda very bril- 
one, is that a railroad is the 

of tramps, and it is argued 
from __ this that tramps would 
alwaysj; be prowling about the 
cemetery; another thatthe running of 
trains near the burial ground would be 
in some sort a desecration of the spot; 
and still another is that the river edge 
ofthe cemetery would no longer be the 
favorite promenade of Macon lovers. 

lt is fair tojsay that this is the sort of 
opposition that progress and improye-

ment meets everywhere, and it is always 
discounted by those who engage in pub- 
lic enterprises. In fact, it can scarcély 
be called opposition, since at best it ‘is 
merely the protest of those who do not 
take into consideration the benefits to 
be conferred, upon the public 
by the shocking utilitarian 
movements of the time. U pon 
this point, Mr. George Canning Hill, of 
Macon, in a letter to the Augusta Even- 
ing News, calls attention to the fact that 
the protests thus far elicited do not come 
from the practical and solid business men 
who have large investments depending 
upon the future progress of that city, and 
whose interests lie not alone in the 
growth and development of Macon, but 
in the direction of competing freight 
rates. 

Mr. Hill says that the protest comes 
from the class known as “wet blankets,” 
who hold but little real estate, their in- 
vestments being in stocks and 
bonds—perhaps in the stocks and 
bonds of the corporations that will <be 
compelled to compete with the Cole sys- 
tem. There is no doubt that the absurd 
arguments which have thus far been ad- 
vanced in opposition to the right of way 
through the cemetery are suggested by, 
if they are not based upon, the selfish 
interest of afew persons who do not in 
any degree represent the Macon public. 
Mr. Hill calls attention to the fact that 
the Central railroad has been for 
many years running on the street on 
which the old cemetery faces, but there 
have been no protests ffon 
that account. President Cole asks 
for the right to run on the outer 


jaring the city, he proposes to reclaim 
for its use (by the building of a huge 
embankment in the nature of a levee) 
nearly three hundred burial lots, from 
which the authorities can realize about 
fifteen thousand dollars. President Cole 
also proposes, if it is thought desirable, to 
build a neat fence betwéen the cemetery 
and the road-bed. . 

It is not necessary to say that the lead- 
ing merchants and best business men of 
Macon are in favor of granting the right 
of way. There is no more enter. 
prising business community in 
the state than that of Macon, and every 
citizen whose opinion is worth having 
naderstands the nature and extent of the 
great benefits and advantage that will be 
conferred upon the city by two compet- 
ing lines to the west.

QUO and the receipts were $172,000. 

The proportion of convicts returning to 
the penitentiary was a little more than 
doubi¢ our own. 

In Pennsyivania there were 1,500 convicts 
and 18 deaths, or more than one per cent. 
In the state prison of Peunsylvania were 
received 463 convic's in one year, and over 
200 were recommitted Io the year 1580, in 


lease, 


the state of Georgia, only 25 were recom 
mitted. Aljll these figures show the superi- 
ority of the reformatory methods of our 
Georgia svstem.

under them a board of wardens from each 
camp. The substitute simplifies but does 
not weaken the plan of the bill. He then 
explained the advantages of his bill.

Spectacles 
of horror had been displayed, and the feel- 
ings of every southern gentleman had been 
appealed to and pot appealed to in vain.

I dis- 
claim for myself and those I represent the 
desire to hear ‘the complaints from the 
gloomy scenes where justice has placed the 
convicted felons of this state. These agita- 
tions tend to harden public sentiment, 
and this effort to relieve what are called 
the suiferings of these unfortunates 
may result in unknown harm to them. 
I am not a native of Georgia, but I love it 
as wellas you. Iclaimit as the land of 
my fathers, and in spite of her slanderers, I 
love her still. 

Mr. Hunt, of Spaldiag, said he hesitat- 
ingly roge to reply to the gentiernan from 
Thomas, whose speech contained more ele- 
gance than logic His propositions are uao- 
tenable. He argugd that it is discreditable 
to the state that reports of such outrag:s 
should go forth. 

Mr. Hammond—vU nless they be true and 
just. 

Mr. Hunt—We have these reports from a 
committee under oath who gave an impar- 
tial report of these things. The gentieman’s 
argument really is that where an abuse is 
alleged if ought not to be investigated for 
fear thatit will injare the state. If the 
gentleman had thought for a moment he 
would not have chosen such an unguarded 
position., The argument that because every 
southern state has such a system Georgia 
ought not to abolish it is not worthy our 
conside:ation. The gentleman deprecates 
the presence of this question into politics 
If you would keep it ont settle it now and 
forever. The gentleman argues that this 
system Came ata time when Georgia was 
in distress and therefore we ought not to in- 
terfere withit. The first thing that Georgia 
did when she recovered the sway of her 
manhood, the first thingshe did was to wipe 
out the véstiges of that evil time—all except 
this. The comniittee tells of mea and wo 
men crueily beaten, half fed, even thirst- 
ing for water, and kept in this miserable 
servitude beyond the time for which they 
were sentenced. There is a great deal of talk 
in the newspapers and elsewhere 
about the morbid sentimentaliy of 
those who want to reform 
this penitentiary system. Because we want 
the law executed in consistency with hu- 
manity are we the victims of morbid senti- 
mentality? I donotattack the lessees, but 
I] do say {that their only interest in this 
matter is comprised in dollars and cents 
W hat interest nave they in seeing that the 
laws are justly executed? When convicts 
go to the penitentiary of Georgia they are 
not treated uniformly. Some fall to easy 
tasks and others are forced to fearful labor. 
The argument that this plan is 
too expensive is destroyed by 
the substitute, which calls for very little 
expense.|' When a question of honor, of 
state disgrace, of humanity, is involved, 
men argue that w3 ought to continue it 
because it will cost too much to wipe it out. 
W hat a pitiful argument is this? 

There iga prevailing impression that these 
parties have vested rights. We should put 
our feet on this fallacy forever. There can 
be no harm in what we propose, and it 
may rid the state of the disgrace of this con- 
vict system. 

Mr. Barrow,of Clarke,supported the substi- 
tute offered by Mr. Reese, of Wilkes. He be- 
lieved the entire convict system is founded 
on wrong principles, and yet he believes 
that the lessees have vested rights, and so 
long as they observe the contract on their 
part the) state must dosoon hers. But 
there is a remedy to the evils of this sys- 
tem possible without impairing the con- 
tracts with the lessees. Admitting that the 
present lessees are good and kind we may 

have bad lessees in one year or five years 

The evil now is that the’state has no power 
of protection over the convicts and the sub 

stitute proposes a simple, efticacions reme- 
dy. The committee’s bill is objectionable 
because it provides for wardens who will 
cost $15,000 or $20,000 a year and 
will prodably be impossible at that. I 
refer the lessees ito the wardens. This in- 
ernal system of wardens is the objection to 
this bili. The corruption that would rise 
from the convict camps under such a -sys- 

tem would blacken the sky. The substitute 
takes these leeches and vampires off this 
bill. Itsimply gives you a board of mana-~ 
ers, good reliable men, who will do their 
duty and protect the interest of the state, 
whileit insures humane treatment to the 
convict. I believe this provision would 
solve the problem. The substitute was 
drawn with care, aod it will remedy all the 
evils of this system.

THE NEW CAPITOL, 


The Finance Committee Agree Upon 
an Expenditure of $1,000,000. 
The finance committee yesterday disposed of 

the capitol question. 

The biil, as originally introdnced, was objec. 
tionable in some respects to members of the 
committee, but after a few modifications it 
went through yesterday by a handsome majority. 
and in such a shape that its passage is guaranteed 
by nearly every member of the coummiitee. 

The bill as it now stands, and as it wiil be pre- 
sented to the house, contemplates an axnual 
expenditure of $200,000 upon the buliding and 
designates five years as the time to be consumed 
in its erection, thus making the capitol cost 


1,000,000. 

The bill also provides for the election by the leg- 
islature of three commissioners to superintend the 
erection of the building. This commission is 
empowered to examine plans, advertise for bids, 
selecta planand to let the contract. The build- 
ing is to be of be brick, granite or marble, and is to 
Georgia material, if possible and is to be begun 
soon after the passage of the bill. The place for 
the capiiol is designated in the bill, and is the 
city hall park. 

The contractors and the commissioners are to 
be put under oath and bo 2d to execute the terms 
of the contractand commission. The commis- 
sioners are to be paid one thousand dollars per 
year for their services, and are to be elected for 
the full term of five years—the time given for the 
erection of the capitol.
